ET US EXAMINE the word of 

/ the Psalmist in Psalm 144:15. 
The subject set forth in the 

verse is “People and God.” You will no- 
tice the statement of the man of God, 
“Happy is that people whose God is 
the Lord.” He does not include all peo- 
ple who have a god, but that people 
who have made Jehovah God their 
Lord. He speaks as one who has per- 
fect knowledge of what he is saying. 
He speaks not only out of the experi- 
ence of his life, but he speaks for a 
people who love and serve the true 
God. He sets forth the fact that those 
“people who had made God their 
Lord” are a happy people. They have 
come to recognize Him not only as 
God who dwells in the heavens but 
One with whom mortal man can en- 
joy a happy relationship by keeping 
His commandments; One who has

eneral Secretary-Treasurer 
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condescended to become the God and 
Father of all who will be faithful to 
His Word, in living in right relation- 
ship with Him. 

As we examine the text further, let 
us observe that it infers, first of all, 
that God has become the sole object 
of their love and devotion. Only men 
whose lives are in harmony with God’s 
plan and purpose can expect to find 
lasting contentment and sure happi- 
ness. Those who seek to find true hap- 
piness in material things are sure to 
come to the end of their journey un- 
happy and unprepared for a happy 
life in heaven with the Lord. It is im- 
possible to serve and worship many 
gods and be happy. The Bible teaches 
man that he is to have no other gods 
before Him; that Jehovah God (the 
Everlasting Father; the God of Abra- 
ham, Isaac, and Jacob) is to be our 
God. 

We cannot be in right relationship 
with Him unless He is the sole object 
of our devotion, and unless we have 
accepted Him as our Lord and Master, 
the King on the throne of our hearts, 
our peace, our joy, and our song. 

First of all, the text infers that God 
is the sole object of their worship. It 


implies more than that: He is the 
Author and Giver of all things that 
pertain to happiness. So, let Chris- 
tians see their privileges and be joy- 
ful in their God. “Rejoice in the Lord 
always, and again I say, Rejoice.” Let 
us reminisce at this point; go back, 
if you will, to the time you began to 
walk, and count your blessings. Now 
begin by enumerating all the good 
things of life. Not one of them can you 
attribute to Satan, who is an avowed 
enemy of our God. Then when you 
sum them up, you will say that God 
is the “Giver of all good things.” 
Blessed be His name. God is the giver 
of all blessings, whether they be 
spiritual, physical or material bene- 
fits. My soul is admonished to “forget 
not all His benefits; who forgiveth all 
thine iniquities; who healeth all thy 
diseases; who redeemeth thy life from 
destruction; who crowneth thee with 
loving kindness and tender mercy.” 
My friend, God is the giver of all good 
blessings. 


Our text infers more than that men- 
tioned above, that is, God has made a 
covenant with His people. He has con- 
descended to come down and accept 
“that people” into His beloved. He is 
supremely good, unchangeable and 
eternal. His goodness and faithfulness 
are all pledged to them, and because 
of these things “this people” have been 
brought into right relationship with 
God, and as a result they have ac- 
cepted His plan for their lives. Con- 
sequently, they are a happy people. 
Praise God! Let us now confirm and 
illustrate the fact that is set forth in 
the text. That is, “the people were 
happy because they enjoyed a most 
blessed fellowship with God.” 

Some time ago a cross-country sur- 
vey was made to see if there were 
any happy people in America, and if 
so, to learn the secret of their happi- 
ness. The survey revealed that the 
most happy people are the “most re- 
ligious” people; the second most hap- 
py people are the professing church 
members; and the saddest people are 
those who have no affiliation with the 
church or fellowship with God. The 
Christian’s happiness is reflected in 
his service to God by helping suffer- 
ing, dying souls. Every person who has 
accepted Christ found this happiness 
the day he was born again. 

We are told that there are some 
eighty-one million adult church mem- 
bers in America, but only about fifty- 
two million of them are faithful in 
church attendance. You will find the 
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happiest people among those who are 
faithful to God’s house. The happy 
Christian says, “He gives me my life, 
so I must live in such a way that I 
will please Him. He gives me my time. 
I must spend a reasonable portion of 
it in promoting God’s work. He en- 
ables me to earn money, so I must pay 
my tithes and by my giving help oth- 
ers to find true happiness through 
Christ. It is said that only three out 
of every one hundred families tithe 
their income. 


To FIND OUT how great 
an impact Christianity is having on 
the world you must go to the people 
for the answer. It is astonishing to 
learn that sixty-five million of them 
have never heard the footsteps of a 
missionary; neither have they heard 
the lovely name of our Lord. It is my 
opinion that if there were more un- 
selfish Christians happily serving the 
Lord, the gospel of Christ would have 
a greater impact on suffering, dying 
men around the world. 

Much of the happiness of today is 
based on false security. Many of those 
with an average income say they 
could be happier if they were making 
a third more, while those on that level 
say the same thing. It is wonderful to 
have good health, to live in a good 
community, with a nice income, but 
that is not enough to assure one of 
happiness. He must be in right rela- 
tionship with God. 

The road to destruction is highlight- 
ed with glaring signboards setting 
forth false ideas about happiness, giv- 
ing youth the impression that the 
more one lives to satisfy the flesh the 
happier he will be; but you only need 
to look around you and get the evi- 
dence from the people. The highway 
of life is strewn with dejected souls 
who were made to believe that di- 
vorce and remarriage was the sure 
road to happiness, but the dockets of 
the divorce courts—plus more broken 
homes, with institutions crowded with 
abandoned children—cry to the high 
heavens against this philosophy. Many 
millions are dying as a result of 
drunken driving. This is an indictment 
against intemperate living. The road 
that leads to hell is bedecked with 
many attractions, but only those who 
know God as their Lord and Redeemer 
have reason for real satisfaction and 
lasting joy. 


Many of the songs of the sixteenth 
century tell the Christian of the hap- 
piness that lies beyond the grave. The 
Indians who lived in America before 
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the white man ever trod this conti- 
nent believed in life after death. They 
buried, with their chieftain, his toma- 
hawk and bow and arrows. They be- 
lieved there was a happy hunting 
ground beyond the river. But thanks 
be unto God, who giveth us the victory 
through our Lord Jesus Christ! 

In almost every home there is rea- 
son for anxiety and sorrow, sickness, 
partings and death. All of these things 
bring sadness, but the men and wom- 
en who have taken hold of God’s 
promises have an undisturbed peace. 
When you find a couple happily mar- 
ried, you find understanding, love and 
devotion. When you find “a happy 
people,” there is a reason. They are 
happy first of all because He has par- 
doned their sins and iniquities and 
blotted out all their transgressions. 
Where they once thought of God as a 
cold, passionless Judge, they now think 
of Him as a kind, loving and merciful 
Father because of a happy relation- 
ship with Him. They are happy be- 
cause God gives wisdom to guide them. 
They have confidence in Him that He 
will fulfill every promise. They are 
happy because one day they shall see 
Him and be with Him through all 
eternity. They are happy because of 
His faithfulness in supplying their 
needs, and because He never fails. 
There are times when they do not 
understand all the ways He leads 
them to the Promised Land, but they 
keep on singing, “He’ll guide us with 
His eye; and we’ll follow till we die,” 
knowing that He is able to do all 
things well. 

The people of God are happy be- 








cause He is a friend that sticketh clos- 
er than a brother. It is not always 
the believer’s blessing to have close 
relatives who share the happiness of 
right relationship with God, whose 
hearts beat with compassion for him 
in time of trouble. Therefore, the 
Christian is happy because he knows 
that Jesus Christ is a friend in time 
of need. There are not many of us 
who have not been near when a friend 
said goodbye to this world; and we 
tried to comfort, and be comforted. In 
those hours no one, until he has ex- 
perienced such a trial, can fully un- 
derstand the feeling and emotion of 
one’s soul. Thank God, the Christian 
is happy because Jesus can go all the 
Way, even to the end. He can say, 
“There will be no dark shadows when 
I come to die, for I will not have to 
cross Jordan alone. The Lord will be 
there to hold my hand.” They are 
happy because of their prospect of liv- 
ing with their Lord throughout eter- 
nity, where the sun never sets, in that 
city where the Lamb is the Light. 
Righteousness is a prerequisite to hap- 
piness. 1 Peter 3:12, 14, “For the eyes 
of the Lord are over the righteous, 
and his ears are open unto their 
prayers: but the face of the Lord is 
against. them that do evil. But and if 
ye suffer for righteousness’ sake, hap- 
py are ye, and be not afraid of their 
terror, neither be troubled.” 


Confessing the name of Christ is 
characteristic of a happy Christian. 
Simon Peter exhorts the believer to 
“rejoice, inasmuch as ye are partakers 
of Christ’s suffering. . . . If ye be re- 
proached for the name of Christ, hap- 
py are ye; for the spirit of glory and 
of God resteth upon you,” 1 Peter 4:13, 
14. Let the words of Christ gladden 
your hearts. When you are persecuted 
for righteousness’ sake, “rejoice and 
be exceeding glad, for great is your 
reward in heaven.” 


So radiantly happy was Paul that 
persecution, imprisonment, and being 
bound with chains could not destroy 
his peace. While on trial before the 
king, he said, “I think myself happy, 
king Agrippa, because I shall answer 
for myself.” If you would be among 
that happy people, be a witnessing 
Christian. Obedience to Christ’s teach- 
ing is essential to continued happiness. 
James 5:11, “Behold, we count them 
happy which endure.” Friend, do not 
let the cares of this life, deceitfulness 
of riches, and indifference sever your 
relationship with God, your Lord and 
Redeemer.

NAE 
| at Spiritual 
Fellowship

but among persons, churches and denominations 
of the National Association of Evangelicals the 
word evangelical clearly defines the position. 

At a recent meeting of the National Sunday School 
Association, an affiliate of the NAE, a prominent gover- 
nor of a midwestern state rather sharply defined not 
only the work of the NSSA but the all-over ministry of 
the NAE when he stated, “In my thinking I have been 
comparing the work you are doing with other Christian 
endeavors. To me, your adventure here and that which 
you are seeking to do transcends in importance even 
that which took place in a neighboring state. There, 


— PIRITUAL CAN BE INTERPRETED in many ways, 
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church government was discussed, and problems affect- 
ing the administration of church bodies. But here you 
are dealing with people and with souls and charting a 
course by which young men and women and children 
are to be given opportunity to live fuller and richer 
Christian lives. Because of this type of training, oppor- 
tunity will be given many to become better citizens, to 
participate in America’s affairs, to strengthen the hand 
of the free world. The significance of your gathering is 
this—you are the greatest deterrent to juvenile delin- 
quency and the greatest advocate of Americanism in the 
truest sense.” 

The NAE is a body of Evangelicals who desire fellow- 
ship to make possible the continuance of freedom in 
America for evangelical activities in and through our 
churches and organizations. To this end the NAE is 
dedicated. To further the work of evangelical Christiani- 
ty, each fall a week is set aside known as “NAE Week.” 
This year October 21-28 was so designated. The theme 
was “Spiritual Unity in Action.” 


One of the examples as to how the NAE can serve and 
advance the cause of Evangelicals is in the field of 
church extension. In recent years Councils of Churches, 
national and local, have exercised considerable control 
of church location in new and redeveloped communities. 
Evangelical churches have often found difficulty in ac- 
quiring building sites. The NAE has participated the last 
two years in meetings of the American Institute of 
Planners resulting in a new appreciation by planners of 
the evangelical viewpoint. Planners have since indicated 
their desire to provide freedom of choice in granting 
church locations. The Commission on Evangelism and 
Church Extension of the NAE is continuing an aggres- 
sive program for maintaining this freedom. 

Another example is in the field of radio. In this area 
Evangelicals have been buying some ten million dollars 
a year of time to broadcast the gospel of Christ. An ef- 
fort is now being made to eliminate the purchasing of 
time by religious groups, thus leaving only sustaining 
time available to the churches. This, as you well can see, 
is an encroachment on our liberties, and also would make 
impossible the hundreds of gospel broadcasts of today. 

Still another example is found in the formation of our 
Spiritual Life Commission directed by Dr. Armin Gess- 
wein. This commission should prove to be a very impor- 
tant arm of our churches in stimulating a deeply spirit- 
ual movement through prayer that will enable our uni- 
fied effort to touch more people than any of us could do 
alone.

What is the effect of education on the Pentecostal experience? 


Answers by four young Christian scholars

DUCATION, UNTIL recently has 

been thought by many in Pen- 

tecost to have an undermining 
effect upon a person’s Pentecostal ex- 
perience. It was apparent that the 
word education left some with a bad 
taste. The idea of higher education 
was shrouded with a fear complex, 
and the reason for this could not be 
understood by the inquiring mind of 
our youth. 


It was in this trend of thinking 
that I found myself. To several in re- 
sponsible positions of leadership, I 
asked the advisability of pursuing a 
higher education. The answers to this 
query could be brought into two camps 
of thought: first, you have sufficient 
education and you are wasting your 
time; and second, with many indica- 
tions of hesitancy, go ahead with your 
education but be careful and watch 
out. This advice put me in an ap- 
parent dilemma: on one jiand, educa- 
tion is not needed; yet on the other 
hand, there were many indicative fin- 
gers pointing to the need of some- 
thing more than what the Church pos- 
sessed or expressed. So, as with every 
apparent dilemma, it became neces- 
sary to make a choice. After prayer 
for guidance, I followed a reoccurring 
impression for higher education. 


Education for the Pentecostal is the 
confirming stone in his Christian ex- 
perience. My studies blew my Pente-

costal experience into an even greater 
flame. God, Christ, the Holy Spirit, 
the Church, the gospel, missions, and 
man, to name a few, have never been 
the same. To each of these, education 
has expanded my vision to such great 
proportions that the concepts and op- 
portunities envisioned leave me 
breathless. With vision came the great 
overwhelming burden which pulls to 
the breaking point my heart strings 
as they endeavor to respond to the 
knock of opportunities for Christ. 
Education, in any phase, is the pur- 
suance of truth. Through study one 
obtains knowledge, and through 
knowledge he is able to determine 
what is the truth. All truth is of God, 
no matter where it is found. It is of 
God in psychology, sociology, and bi- 
ology, just as much as in theology. I, 
like Paul, “can do nothing against the 
truth, but for the truth.” Education 
is a way by which I have come to 
understand the words of Christ, “I am 
the way, the truth, and the life.’ As 
Nevin C. Harner has said, “All educa- 
tion is religious education. To be sure, 
all that is propounded as truth may 
subsequently be proved not to be the 
whole truth. But to use a figure of 
speech, I walk with dim vision = )

HERE ARE MANY who are 
} deeply concerned about the 
Pentecostal young person con- 
templating enrolling in college, so the 
prospective student receives many 
warnings on the danger of losing out 
spiritually. Often overlooked are the 
rich spiritual experiences obtainable 
to one who moves forward into the 
field of higher education. 

For example, last fall while attend- 
ing a class with about seventy school- 
teachers in this area (many of them 
with at least a master’s degree) the 
subject of religion grew out of a dis- 
cussion on how moral and spiritual 
values should be taught. The teachers 
discussed the failure of many of the 
churches to meet the spiritual needs 
of their congregations. They actually 
said their congregations seemed to get 
smaller each service. A man who had 
been serving as a college music pro- 
fessor pointed out that many newer 
churches were springing up in this 
area with phenomenal growth and 
that they were putting his church to 
shame. After he sat down, he looked 
at my husband and me and said, “You 
know what I am talking about as your 
church is one of the movements to 
which I referred.” It was obvious 
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that he was referring to the Pente- 
costal movement. His statement was 
part of a lively discussion with state- 
ments indicating a widespread feeling 
among the teachers that they were 
tired of hearing book reviews at 
church. They expressed a need for 
sermons from the Bible which would 
give them spiritual guidance for the 
oncoming week. 

Educators are concerned about spir- 
itual growth and while they insist on 
avoiding sectarian instruction, they

are also interested in avoiding athe- 
ism. There are atheists and agnostics 
on the faculties of colleges, but there 
are also a large number of sincere 
Christians. Skepticism is not as popu- 
lar or as well-received today. As open- 
minded scholars search for truth— 
and true science is truth—they arrive 
at theories that are not acceptable to 
the Christian who has the truth of 
God’s Word. However, there is no con- 
flict between proved facts and God’s 
Word. The conflict is wish theories 
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that are sometimes considered pre- 
maturely as facts. 

Often it is the student just entering 
college who is confused. As the stu- 
dent advances he learns to evaluate 
and discriminate, and upon finishing 
his studies he should have learned to 
discriminate between theory and fact 
and is not shaken when assaulted by 
false ideas of the enemy of man. In 
college a person is taught the needs of 
mankind and is then taught man’s 
program for meeting the needs. If his 
education has been effective, he will 
learn to evaluate the program. The 
college student with a Pentecostal 
background has no difficulty in seeing 
what adding his rich Pentecostal heri- 
tage will do to improve a woefully in- 
adequate program. 

For those who realize that the way 
to maintain spiritual development is 
through concentrating on service to 
God and man rather than centering 
all their attention, prayers, etc., on 
themselves, college offers many oppor- 
tunities. There are many students 
from Pentecostal homes that are en- 
couraged when they find another of 
their own ranks also in college. There 


HE subject, “The Effect of Edu- 

] cation on the Pentecostal Ex- 

perience,” is timely but diffi- 
cult; therefore, I trust that the fol- 
lowing words will .be received prayer- 
fully. 

An education, like money, can be a 
blessing or a curse. Education is a 
tool; how you use it is important. You 
can use your education or your edu- 
cation can use you. 

Inasmuch as there are many dif- 
ferent areas of education, the effect 
that education will have on your Pen- 
tecostal experience will depend some- 
what on your field of study. For ex- 
ample, if you study English, journa- 
lism, or chemistry, the education with- 
in itself will probably neither help you 
nor hinder you spiritually. Courses in 
philosophy (if not taken under de- 


. sirable circumstances) may hurt your 


Pentecostal experience; however, an 
education in Bible and theology should 
contribute to your Pentecostal devel- 
opment. 

The kind of school you attend, the 


‘ eampus activities in which you partic- 


ipate, and your after-school activities 
will have their effect on your religious 


is a valuable service to the entering 
student that an upper-class Christian 
can do that no one else can. 

Then the finishing of college opens 
fields of service, such as teaching. I 
definitely feel that the attitude that 
many have taken toward a college 
education has kept us from taking ad- 
vantage of this marvelous opportunity 
for serving. A teacher will have direct 
contact with many people that a 
Church of God pastor will never reach. 
Listen, Church of God, if we do not 
promote education among our young 
people, another church will encourage 
its young people to take over the pub- 
lic schools and teach our children! 
Our children need teachers who un- 
derstand their problems — not just 
emotional, social, and mental prob- 
lems, but also SPIRITUAL problems. 
The challenge belongs to our Church 
today. Will we accept it, or will we let 
the Catholics continue to teach our 
children thirty hours a week while a 
Sunday School teacher has them for 
about 45 minutes a week? Young peo- 
ple, if you want to serve God and the 
Church in a needy field, prepare to 
attend college and teach.

experience. At Lee College we do our 
best to make the total environment 
conducive to spiritual development. 
Owned and operated by the Church of 
God, Lee is fundamental in belief and 
Pentecostal in emphasis. It is ‘“God’s 
School for God’s Business,” and we 
strive earnestly to put Him first in 
everything. Prayer before each class, 
regular chapel services, prayer meet- 
ings, and Holy Ghost-filled teachers 
make a lasting impression on our stu- 
dents.

Too many times education is 
blamed for this spiritual state, but

this condition than business is respon 
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sible for spiritual failures. Like some 
businessmen, some students neglect 
the spiritual side of their lives. Busi- 
ness or education may be a stumbling 
block or a steppingstone. 

Education should never be substi- 
tuted for Bible reading or any of the 
other Christian “must’s.” “Putting 
first things first” is emphasized at Lee 
College. Each teacher is dedicated to 
the task of exalting Christ and the 
church. At times students spend the 
entire class period in prayer and dedi- 
cation. Young people receive the bap- 


areas of particular benefit de- 

rived from Pentecostals going 
into advanced formal education. The 
first has to do with our educating the 
“educated” as to who we are and 
what we are like; the second relates 
to the effects of the educational pro- 
cess on us. 

When I entered a certain college 
one of the professors stated concern- 
ing fundamentalists versus modern 
popular denominationalists: “We say 
they (fundamentalists and Pentecos- 
tals) are ignorant and they say that 
we are all sinners.’ They fit us into a 
stereotype of the emotionally uncon- 
trolled and of the “holier than thou”; 
and we have a tendency to stereotype 
them as the stoical, worldly “with a 
form of godliness and denying the 
power thereof.’ Education discredits 
all stereotypes. 


Our young people who have gone on 
to college have declared by their lives 
and scholarship that they are intelli- 
gent, thoughtful, sincere and emo- 
tionally stable people. I know many 
Church of God young people who have 
received their A.B.’s, M.A.’s, B.D.’s and 
R.N.’s, and all have been above aver- 
age in both conduct and ability. Col- 
leges which have had our students 
welcome more. 

In colleges over the nation young

It helps 
to separate the essentials of salvation 
from nonessentials, thus deepening 
the basic elements of faith and mak- 
ing one more broadminded concerning 
superficial external differences. Thus 
it sponsors unity rather than division. 
5. It opens experiences of other great 
Christians to us through books and 
ideas. 6. It provides able leadership for 
a growing church. 7. It is a walk into 
new areas where the trial of one’s 
faith is very precious to the Lord. 8. 
Last but not least, it reaffirms that 
“the fear of the Lord” is real wisdom, 
and that the greatest need of the 
world is educated, consecrated Chris- 
tians, not just educated people. 
Some people fear advanced formal 
education, thinking that modern sci- 
ence will destroy one’s faith; they look 
at the theories of modern science 
rather than at the known facts. The 
true facts of an orderly universe, ra- 
tional men and women, and the my- 
steries of life and death, all testify 
of God. True science makes one ex- 
claim, “How wonderful are thy ways, 
O Lord.” We need never fear that 
which is fact and truth, for they will 
only confirm God and His Word.

Man seems to know more today about everything 
else than he does about himself. Without doubt the 
greatest art is the art of living, and the application 
of a little Biblical intelligence in the average home 
would transform it from: a dog house to a palace. 
The Bible is the source Book of spiritual power. It 
will help you to fight against any force or evil, habit, 
carelessness or negligence that would separate you 
in spirit and in love. This Biblically intelligent living 
would make a home that allows for the free play 
of affections between father and mother and parents 
and children, a home which will be full of kind deeds, 
a home which constantly will have gentle and affec- 
tionate words and speeches, “Tis a word that’s quickly 
spoken which being restrained a heart is broken.” 

A Bible reading home is a joyful home. With the 
Bible as the center of your home, you will live joyfully. 
In Proverbs 5, we read, “Let thy fountain be blessed: 
and rejoice with the wife of thy youth ... and be 
thou ravished always with her love.” And agai 
Ecclesiastes tells us, ‘Live joyfully with the wife who 
thou lovest all the days of the life of thy vanity; .. 
for that is thy portion in this life and in thy labor 


which thou takest under the sun.” There is no mal 


which sends forth such streams of joy to the huma 
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heart as the Bible. The reality of this experience will 
bring joyful living to the home. It has its affect 
upon our tempers and our speech, and this in turn 
will affect those who live with us. 

The attitudes of others are many times the reflection 
of our own. I think of that little boy standing on 
the edge of the woods shouting, “Hello,” and a voice 
returned, “Hello.”
